Saskatchewan Farmere 

Regina, Sask.—Hon George 
ley, minister of municipal affairs for 
Saskatchewan, In a characteristic in- 
terview today declared his conviction 
that the establishment of a sample 
market for grain in.Winnipeg would 
result in a great loss to the farmers 
of Saskatchewan. Tiiis statement 
from the minister makes {t certain 
that the report of the royal commis- 
sion which is now being prepared by 
the secretary, A. F. Mantle, will be 
unanimous against the sample market, 
all the other members of the royal 
commission having previously. ex- 
pressed their opinions on this import- 
ant subject. Mr, Langley said he 
was supported In his contention by an 
| overwhelming majority of the intelll- 
gent grain growers of the province. 
He stated that the loss to the farmers 
of Saskatchewan from the establish- 
ment of a sample market in Winnipeg 
would amount to millions of dollars, 

No Effective Competition 
In discussing the question Mr. Lang- 
ley said: “Ki. A, P. Partridge, of Sint- 
aluta, an eloquent advocate of sam- 
ple market has said that British mil- 
lers would be represented on such a 
market in Winnipeg and that there 
would be effective competition in the 
purchase of wheat. In reply to this I 
| would say that when I was in Great 
Britain last summer {investigating 
this question I asked the Vernon peo- 
ple and the Rankes, leading millers of 
England, and other large millers, 
whether their representative would 
come to Winnipeg to select types 
within the grade. I was never taken 
seriously in this matter. The Britis. 
millers always believed that I was 
jJesting. Your Canadian wheat Is it- 
| self a type, they said. I may also say 
that I would not expect to see a sin- 
gle Canadian mille. on a Winnipeg 
sample market competing for wheat. 
These dealers are all able to select 
their grain through their country ele- 
vators.

The whole line, which will be 650 
miles in length, of the standard Afri- 
can gauge, is estimated to eost £3,- 
000,000, and to occupy four or five 
years in construction. 

For years past attention has been

railway became more pressing. 

Recently Lieut. Hughes found a 
hitherto uncharted creek which to the 
surprise, of all showed a depth of 60 
feet of water along-side a precipi- 
tous cliff 45 feet high, a condition of 
things unknown anywhere between 
Sierra Leone and the Congo. 

On this discovery being reported, 
the governor, in March last, commis- 
sioned the Director of Railways and 
the Director of Marine to investigate 
the matter, and as a result it was 
established that the newly-discovered 
creek, though not shown on any 
map, is really the mat channel of 
the Bonny River. 

A remarkable series of cliffs ex- 
tending for three-quarters of a mile 
and averaging 45 feet above high 
water was discovered among the 
swamps. Opposite these cliffs sound- 
ings showed a cepth of 70 feet of 
water.

In 
addition to tke havoc which they- 
bring about in the orchards, wasps 
also do great damage in the apiaries,

face it, caught fire. As Mr. Clifton 


drove up, the roof and attic were all 
ablaze. 

The chief warden had already col- 
lected a gang of about thirty trust- 
worthy men, and set them to work 
with buckets. There is a pond just 
across the road, and they formed.a 
chain and passed the buckets like 
lightning. ‘No free men,” sald an 
eye-witness, ‘“‘could have worked 
harder, and as for those who were 
on the ladder they never fifmched 
although showers of sparks were 
beating down upon them and burn- 
ing holes in their clothes. 

They worked so well that they got 
the flames under, but some were 80 
exhausted that they had to be helped 
back to their cells. 

Ore man named Newbrook faint- 
ed, and was taken to the hospital. 
He was delirious that night and 
could not leave his bed for more 
than three weeks. 

“Again in February, 1895, the 
wash-house at. Dartmoor prison 
caught fire, but thanks to the splen- 
did- conduct of the prisoners’’—as 
the governor wrote in his report— 
the flames were got under before 
serious damage was done, 

On March 10th, 1891, there fell 
upon, the south of England the worst 
blizzard of snow ever recorded. On 
the heights of Dartmoor the gale 
raged furiously for three days, the 
cold was terrible, the drifte were 
piled forty feet deep, and did not 
melt until the following June. 

On the 18th the sheep began to 
die. Two prisoners asked to see the 
governor, and volunteered to lead a 
party to rescue the poor creatures. 
Some forty convicts joined them, and 
armed with shovels cut their way 
through the huge drifts amid the 
stinging ice ‘blast, and succeeded at

The latest specialist in England is 
the mantelplece thief, who removes 
valua@e eighteenth-century mantel- 
pieces from old houses, and sells 
them to a receiver who has on his 
books curio collectors who are will- 
ing to pay high prices for good an; 
tiques without asking questions. 
He began his work in London only 
a few weeks ago, but already three 
West-end mansions have been robbed

The Toothbrush. 

The daily treatment of the 
teeth consists of washing and 
brushing. The toothbrush is a 
very important instrument, which 
should be sterilized both before 
and after using.

You really need a new brush 
once a month. In selecting your 
toothbrush remember that it Is 
not simply to rub or polish the 
enamel or remove the food from 
between the teeth, but it is also 
intended to stimulate the gums.

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Emblem of Anti-tuberculosis Workers 
All Over the World. 

The double red cross, the symbol ot 
the war against tuberculosis, was first 
adopted as the symbol of the Interna- 
tional Anti-tubercuissis association ty 
Berlin in October, 1902. be proposer 
of the symbol was Dr. G. Sersiron of 
Paris, who is now associated secretary 
| of L’Association Centrale lrancaise 
Contre la Tuberculose. 

Today the emblem is being used by 
anti-tuberculosis workers in every part 
of the world, even in Iceland, India, 


( South Africa, Labrador, Japan, China 
and the Philippines. The double red 
cross is similar in shape to a cross 
used frequently in the Greek Catholic 
churches and also to the Lorraine cross 

| of France. All of the arms of the 
cross are pointed, the two cross arms 
being of the same length. The width 
of the cross is taken as the unit in de- 
termining the proportions. ‘The length 
of the lower arm is seven units, the 
arms are three units on either side. the 


point above the arms two and a balf 
units and the distance between the 
arms one and a bailf units, These 
measurements hold good for any size. 

In the United States over 1,200 anti 
tuberculosis associations and cominit 
tees, nearly 550 sanitariums and hos- 
pitals, 400 dispensaries and about 200 
open air schools, besides a number of 
other organizations, are using the dou- 
ble red cross as their emblem.

Curious Examples In the Dome of the 
National Capitol. 

In the dome of the capitol at Wash- 
ington there ate eight great paintings 
carefully designed and executed by the. | 
artists for the adornment of the na- | 


tion’s greatest building. Yet five of | 
them are either defective in technique 
or in error as to natural or historical | 
facts. 

One of the best known pictures Is 
that in which Washington is shown 
resigning his commission to the Contt- 
nental congress. There are two young 
girls, almost life size, standing in the | 
foreground. They are very pretty 
young girls, but one of them has threo 
hands. One left hand rests on tho 
shoulder of her companion; another 
left, hand is round her companion’s | 
waist. Doubtless the artist Trumbull | 
painted both hands to see which pose | 
he preferred and then forgot to paint 
out the superfiuous hand. 

Diagonally across the rotunda is the 
painting of the baptism of Pocahontau. 
Sitting in the foreground is Opecan- 
canough, the uncle of Pocahontas. He 
fs barefooted, and the artist has giv- 
en him six toes on his left foot. 

In the painting of the landing of Co- 
lumbus, which used to be reproduced 
on the five dollar banknote, the artist 
has painted three “igs. They are very 
well drawn, but one is blowing east, 
one west and one south, which indi- 
cates a very variable condition of the 
wind on that famovs day. 

In the picture of the surrender of 
Cornwallis Genera! Washington is con- 
epicuous seated upon a white horse. 
But General Washington was not pres- 
ent at the surrender. Uornwallis did 
not surrender his army in person, but 
sent a subordinate so.

It’s a Mistake, Says a Scientist, to Say 
They Emit Sounds. 

German scientists are greatly Inter- 
ested in a discussion regarding vew 
phenomena revealed by the aurora 
borealis, according to recent Norwe- 
gian and German observers. People 
living in the northern part of Norway 
maintained that they often hear sounds 
accompanying the northern lights. 
These sounds are described by some 
as similar to the crackling of flames. 

Accordingly German and Norwegian 
scientists started out to investigate 
the phenomena, and one of them, Olav 
Aabakken, has spent a long time at 
the Hallde observatory in Finmarken. 
Aabakken thinks that it is very un- 
likely that any sound !s to be beard 
from the northern lights. He main- 
tains that the human senses are not 
to be relied on, especially regarding 
the phenomena of sight. 

Aabakken says that the {dea of 
sound connected with the nortbern 
lights may result from the fact that 
these lights look like flames, and as 
people are accustomed to associate the 
crackling sound with flames the rath- 
er uncritical observer of the blazing 
movements of the aurora borealis Is 
apt to think that he really hears the 
sound of those flames——New York 
Press.
